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SUBJECT: 61ST ECOSOC: GENERAL DEBATE STATEMENT BY NIGERIA 

1 . GENERAL DEBATE STATEMENT OF THE NIGERIAN REPRESENTATIVE, 
LESLIE HARRIMAN (PERMANENT REPRESENTATIVE TO THE UN), BEGAN WITH 
A LONG AND SOMEWHAT DISJOINTED ACCOUNT OF NIGERIAN VIEWS ON THE 
AFRICAN SITUTION, SOUTHERN AFRICA IN PARTICULAR. AFTER DEONOUNC- 
ING IN GENERAL THE UTILITY OF DIALOGUE WITH SOUTH AFRICA, HE 
SPECIFICALLY CHALLENGED THE UNITED STATES TO SHOW THAT THE 
KISSINGER- VOSTER MEETINGHAD PRODUCED ANY MEANINGEUL RESULTS. 

IF NOT, HE CONTINUED, THE US SHOT TI .DIMMED! ATEI .Y INDICATE ITS 
WILLINGNESS TO SUPPORT THE LIBERATION MOVEMENTS RATHER THAN 
RACIST GOVERNMENTS. HE THEN PRAISED THE US, UK AND NORDIC COUN- 
TRIES FOR THEIR ASSISTANCE TO THE ERONT-LINE STATES BUT SAID 

THAT IT WAS IRONIC THA THESE COUNTRIES CONTINUED TO SUPPORT 
SOUTH AFRICA. 
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2. HARRIMAN DESCRIBED THE ISRAELI ACTIONS IN ENTEBBE AS "AN 
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INEXCUSABLE INVASION." REEERRING TO THE 30TH UNGA RESOLUTION ON 
RACISM AND ZIONISM, HE SAID THAT THE GON WOULD WORK TO "EXPUNGE" 
THIS EROM THE RECORD BECAUSE THEY APPRECIATED THE SENSITIVITY OF 
SOME EUROPEAN COUNTRIES ON THIS ISSUE. HOWEVER, HE POINTED OUT, 
COLLABORATION BETWEEN ISRAEL AND SOUTH AERICA WAS GROWING AND 
SUPPORTED BY CERTAIN EUROPEAN POWERS. HE EOUND A PARALLEL BETWEEN 
THE ENTEBBE AFEAIR AND THE SOUTH AFRICAN INVASION OF ANGOLA. 

WIHOUT MAKING ANY SPECIEIC ALLEGATION, HE NOTED THAT THE MEETING 
BETWEEN SECRETARY KISSINGER AND VORSTER HAD TAKEN PLACE IN THIS 
TIME ERAME. 

3. HARRIMAN CONCLUDED THIS PORTION OF HIS SPEECH WITH A SPECIEIC 
ATTACK ON THE ERENCH EOR SUPPLYINGTHE ARMS USED BY SOUTH AERICA 
IN ANGOLA AND IN SOWETO. HE CALLED ON THE WESTERN POWERS TO EOR- 
SAKE THEIR "LUST EOR PROEIT" AND JOIN IN THE STRUGGLE EOR THE 
LIBERATION OE AERICA. 

4. THE REST OF HARRIMAN'S SPEECH WAS A DETAILED REHASH OE GON 
INTERNATIONAL ECONOMIC POLICIES WHICH, IN SUBSTANCE, ADDED UP TO 
A COMPLETE ENDORSEMENT OE THE G-77 POSITIONS. HE WOUND UP BY 
SAYING THAT REPORTS THAT NIGERIA WAS A WEALTHY COUNTRYWERE 
MALICIOUS LIES, THAT NIGERIA IN FACT NEEDED BOTH EINANCIAL AND 
TECHNICAL ASSISTANCE, AND THAT THE DEVELOPED COUNTRIES SHOULD 
CONTINUE TO CONTRIBUTE TO THE ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT OF THE COUNTRY. 

5. COMMENT: IN A SUBSEQUENT INEORMAL CONVERSATION, 

AMBASSADOR HARRIMAN SAID THAT HIS USE OE THE WORD "EXPUNGE" 

IN REEERRING TO THE RACISM-ZIONISM RESOLUTION WAS AN 
OVERSTTEMENT lETAKEN LITERALLY BUT THAT THE GON WOUED 
WORK SERIOUSEY TO BYPASS THE RESOLUTION SO AS TO MINIMIZE 
POTENTIAL CONERONTATION ON THE ISSUE. 

6. WHILE THE GENERAL TONE OE HARRIMAN'S PRESENTATION WAS 
AGGRESSIVE, WE IN CONSULTATION WITH THE UK AND ERANCE 
DECIDED THAT NO REPLY WAS CALLED EOR. SMITH 
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
